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3. (Original) The system of claim 1, wherein the progressive management device is coupled 
to the gaming systems through a network. 

4. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1 s wherein the progressive management 
device includes a currency conversion device for converting data provided from one of the 
gaming systems into a predetermined univ e rsal currency. 

5. (Qrighud) The system of claim 4, wherein the currency conversion is performed in real- 
time. 

6. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1 , wherein the progressive management 
device is operable to provide information on a-the p rogressiv e game to user gaming interfaces, 
wherein the information includes &e-ayalue of the progressiv e jackpot. 

7. (Original) The system of claim 6 S wherein the information is provided to the user gaming 
interfaces in real-time. 

8. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1 ? wherein a value of t he progressiv e jackpot 
is reset when a user attains a-the progressiv e jackpot . 
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9. (Currently Amended) A method for including systems having different progressive 
payout parameters into the same progressive, comprising: 

initiating a progressiv e game: 

receiving a r e quest from providing a first gaming system to participate in a progressive 
iackoot: 

receiving a request from and p roviding a second gaming system to participate in a-the 
progressive jackpot, the first gaming system having a first set of progressive payout parameters 
and the second gaming system having a second set of progressive payout parameters that is 
different from the first set of progressive payout parameters; and 

calculating a percentage of wager to be applied by each gaming system to the progressive 
iackoot the calculation being based on the first and second sets of progressive payout 
parameters, wherei n the first and second sets of progressive payout parameters are adjusted such 
that a product of a wager amoun t necessary to participate in a progressive iackoot an odds of 
winning the progressive jackpot and the percentage of the wager amount to be applied to the 
progressive jackpot is equal for the fir st and the second gaming systems . 

10. (Original) The method of claim 9, further comprising: 
analyzing the first and second set of progressive payout parameters. 

11. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 9, further comprising a plurality of gaming 
systems, wherein the percentage of wager to be applied for each gaming system is calculated 
such that the product of progressive payout parameters of the wager amount necessary to 
participate in the progressive jac kpot, the odd s nf winni ng the progressive iackoot and the 
percentage of the wager amount t o be applied to the progressive iackpo t oddfl and wagor nmm^ 
and the percentage of wagor applied are equal for each gaming system. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 9, wherein the progressive payout parameters include 
game odds. 
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13. (Original) The method of claim 9, wherein the progressive payout parameters include a 
currency type. 

14. (Cuiren fly Amended) A system for managing a progressive game, the system 
comprising: 

a progressive management device coupled to a gaming server, the gaming server 
including two or more gaming systems, wherein one gaming system includes a first set of 
progressive payout parameters and a second gaming system includes a second set of progressive 
payout parameters that is different from the first progressive payout parameter s, wherein the first 
and second set of progr essive uavout parameters are adjusted such that a product of a wager 
amount necessary to participate in a progressive i ackoot an odd * nf winnin g the progressive 
jackpot and a percen tage of the wager to be applied to the progressive iacknot is equal for the 
first and the second gaming systems . 

15. (Currently Amended) A method for including gaming systems having different currency 
types to-in a progressiv e jackpot comprising: 

rec e iving input from identifying o ne or more gaming servers seeking participation in a 
progressive jackpot; 

analyzing characteristics of each gaming system, wherein the characteristics include the 
currency type of the gaming system; 

converting the currency type of each gaming system into a standard currency; and

21. (New) A computer program product, stored on a computer-readable medium, for 
including systems having different progressive payout parameters into the same progressive, 
comprising instructions operable to cause a programmable processor to: 

initiate a progressive game; 

providing a first gaming system to participate in a progressive jackpot; 

providing a second gaming system to participate in the progressive jackpot, the first 
gaming system having a first set of progressive payout parameters and the second gaming system 
having a second set of progressive payout parameters that is different from the first set of 
progressive pa> out parameters; and 

calculate a percentage of wager to be applied by each gaming system to the progressive 
jackpot, the calculation being based on the first and second sets of progressive payout 
parameters, wherein the first and second sets of progressive payout parameters are adjusted such 
that a product o f a wager amount necessary to participate in a progressive jackpot, an odds of 
winning the progressive jackpot, and the percentage of the wager amount to be applied to the 
progressive jackpot is equal for the first and the second gaming system. 

22. (New) The computer program product of claim 21, further comprising instructions 
operable to: 

analyze the first and second set of progressive payout parameters. 
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23. (New) A computer program product, stored on a computer-readable medium, for 
determining a progressive outcome, comprising instructions operable to cause a programmable 
processor to: 

receive data at a progressive management device concerning a wager placed by a user of 
a participating gaming system; 

detennine a percentage of the wager to be applied to a progressive jackpot based on 
progressive payout parameters analysis, the analysis including adjusting one or more progressive 
payout parameters such that a product of a wager amount necessary to participate in a 
progressive jackpot, an odds of winning the progressive jackpot, and the percentage of the wager 
amount to be applied to the progressive jackpot is equal for each participating gaming system; 

increment the progressive jackpot; 

execute a random number generator calculation using the odds from the gaining system 
progressive payout parameters; and 

transmit results of the random number generator calculation to a participating gaming 

system. 
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
